SELECTMEN'S    REPORT 


As  you  all  know,  the  Board  regretfully  accepted 
Mr.  Philip  Menard's  resignation  as  of  December  1,  1962. 
Mr.  Menard,  in  his  five  years  as  a  Selectman,  has  always 
done  that  which  he  thought  was  for  the  best  interests  of  the 
majority,  Phil  will  be  really  missed,  as  the  Town  could 
not  have  had  a  more  loyal  servant,  and  a  wonderful  guy  to 
work  with. 

Due  to  the  efforts  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  we 
were  able  to  obtain  a  reduction  of  approximately  $485,000.00 
in  equalized  valuation,  the  result  of  which  was  an  increase 
of  aid  money  to  the  school,  plus  a  possible  reduction  in  the 
County  Tax  for  this  year.  At  this  writing  we  cannot  say 
what  the  results  will  be  in  view  of  the  valuations  attained 
this  year.  Much  depends  on  the  actions  of  the  State  Legi- 
slature. 

The  Board  would  like  to  point  out  that  if  it  had  not 
re -assessed  the  properties  in  town  this  past  year,  had  left 
everything  as  it  was,  your  tax  rate  would  have  been  very 
close  to  $80.00  per  thousand. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  Town  Officers,  Committees, 
and  citizens  for  their  co-operation  in  the  past  year.

Dear  Sir: 

As  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  I  am  deeply 
concerned  with  the  welfare  and  well  being  of  the  citizens  of 
Chester. 

The   constant  increase  in  the  cost  of  operating  our 
local   government,  particularly  schools,  has  now  reached 
the  point  where,  without  help  from  somewhere,  the  taxes 
in  Chester  will  reach  the  confiscatory  stage  for  many  peop- 
le. 

Our  Town  has  a  total  of  372  homes,  of  which  322  are 
all  year  residences,  the  balance  being  used  simimers  only. 
Out  of  these  322  homes  -  86  are  owned  and  lived  in  by  re- 
tired people,  living  on  set  incomes,  the  greatest  majority 
on  nothing  else  but  their  social  security  payments.  Beyond 
these  retired  people  we  also  have  families,  some  large, 
some  small,  in  which  the  breadwinner  is  earning  $4000.00 
per  year  or  less.  How  much  more  taxation  can  these  peop- 
le take? 

The  above  groiq),  constituting  approximately  38%  of 
all  year  residents  have  definitely  reached  the  breaking 
point.  The  rest  of  us  are  getting  close  to  the  breaking  point. 

Mr.  King,  I  fully  realize  that  we  are  not  alone  in  our 
problem.  The  same  situation  exists  all  over  the  State  in 
varying  degrees.  However,  I  am  appealing  to  you,  as  the 
Governor  of  our  State,  to  in  some  manner  impress  firmly 
on  both  branches  of  the  legislature  that  some  solution  must 
be  found,  not  only  for  the  Town  of  Chester,  but  for  all  in 
the  same  situation.  Even  if  it  is  necessary  for  the  legisla- 
ture to  stay  in  session  beyond  the  June  30th  deadline. 

There  are  many  sincere  men,  of  both  parties,  who 
have  become  Representatives  and  Senators  with  the  desire 
to  do  what  is  best  for  the  greatest  majority  of  the  people  in 
our  State.  However,  we  also  know  there  are  those  who  look 
upon  their  responsibilities  very  lightly,  as  evidenced  by 
some  of  the  frivolous  legislation  introduced.  It  would  seem 
to  me  that  if  less  time  was  spent  by  the  legislature  on  per- 
sonal and  frivolous  type  legislation,  and  got  down  to  busi- 
ness, they  could  come  up  with  a  reasonable  solution  to  the 
problems  that  face  us  all. 


Governor,  you  are  undoubtedly  wondering  why  this 
letter  is  written  to  you.  Let  me  say  this  without  getting 
flowery.  I  believe  that  you  sincerely  have  the  best  inter- 
ests of  all  the  people  of  New  Hampshire  at  heart  and,  as 
you  stated  "do  not  intend  to  be  a  custodian  in  bankruptcy", 
not  only  for  the  State,  but  also  the  Towns.

The  work  load  of  the  Chester  Police  Department  has 
been  greater  this  past  year  than  the  previous  years.  We 
have  spent  more  than  532  hours  (by  the  Chief  and  three 
men)  and  more  than  13,793  miles  traveled  by  the  Chief  in 
answering  complaints  and  patrol  work.

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LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT 


Much  has  been  accomplished  at  the  Chester  Public 
Library  during  the  year  1962.  With  the  assistance  of  a 
state  librarian  we  were  able  to  weed  out  1,146  books.  These 
books  were  all  checked  against  an  approved  list  andtheir 
only  the  ones  that  had  not  been  off  the  shelves  for  five 
years  were  discarded.  Many  of  the  old  classics  were  re- 
placed by  new  editions. 

263  books  were  added  to  the  library  during  1962. 
1,458  books  were  borrowed  from  the  bookmobile  and  74  di- 
rectly from  Concord. 

At  present  we  have  424  readers.  6,682  books  were 
loaned  out  during  the  year. 

Not  too  many  children  took  advantage  of  the  summer 
reading  course.  There  were  13  readers  and  only  8  books 
were  presented.  More  children  should  become  acquainted 
with  this  course.  It  is  sponsored  by  the  Friends  of  the 
Library,  and  a  book  is  given  for  every  10  books  read.  This 
course  is  open  to  children  from  the  3rd  to  the  8th  grade  in- 
clusive. 

There  are  38  men  and  women  reading  on  the  Church 
reading  list.  For  some  years  our  Social  Circle  has  re- 
ceived a  Certificate  of  Merit  for  our  Church  reading. 

Again  this  year  the  library  is  open  two  days  a  week 
to  accommodate  the  school  children.  The  four  upper  grades 
take  turns  coming  to  the  library  on  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays 
with  their  teacher.  In  this  way  the  teachers  can  assist  the 
child  in  selecting  books.  Friends  of  the  Library  make  this 
project  possible. 

I  wish  more  people  would  take  advantage  of  the  fine 
library  we  have  in  Chester.

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PREVENTING  FOREST  FIRES  IS  OUR  RESPONSIBXLITy 

Costs  of  s\q)pressing  carelessly  set  outdoor  fires  In 
New  Hampshire  in  1962  cost  the  persons  responsible 
$5,545.  In  the  same  period,  the  cost  to  the  cities  and  towns 
for  control  of  such  fires  for  which  no  responsibility  could 
be  placed  cosf  another  $24,634.  What  utter  waste  of  tax 
money  and  what  shameful  and  needless  loss  of  timber  and 
esthetic  values  in  the  2,200  acres  burned.  Residences, 
farms,  and  other  business  places  were  threatened  with  pos- 
sible total  destruction. 

Carelessly  set  man  caused  fires  can  be  prevented  if 
every  citizen  remembers  his  responsibility  in  regard  to 
any  source  of  fires  in  the  open.  We  can  help  to  keep  our 
fire  loss  low  by  remembering  these  simple  rules. 

1.  Dispose  of  burnable  waste  at  the  town  dump. 

2.  If  waste  or  brush  is  to  be  burned  on  the  premises, 
obtain  a  permit  from  the  forest  fire  warden.  Sea- 
sonal permits  may  be  issued  for  approved  incin- 
erators and  sites. 

3.  Burn  safely  by  picking  a  clean  site,  avoiding  dry 
windy  weather  and  preferably  burrdi^  late  in  the 
day. 

4.  Have  something  to  keep  the  fire  under  control  - 
pails  of  water,  garden  hose,  sprinkling  can,  broom 
for  grass  fires  or  shovel  will  help. 

5.  Be  sure  your  fire  is  dead  out  before  you  leave  it. 

6.  If  the  fire  gets  out  of  control  or  if  you  see  a  fire 
out  of  control,  report  promptly  to  your  warden  or 
fire  department.  Continue  to  fight  it  until  help 
arrives. 

There  is  potential  danger  when  matches  fall  into  the 
hands  of  children.  It  is  never  too  early  for  parents  to  in- 
stall in  the  child's  mind  a  respect  for  fire. 

Keep  our  town  safe  from  fire.

SCHOOL  HEALTH  REPORT 

The  health  of  a  child  vitally  effects  his  learning  a- 
bility.  Only  a  healthy,  happy  child  can  get  the  most  from 
educational  opportunities  offered.  The  school  nurse- 
teacher's  program  is  set  up  with  this  goal  in  mind. 

A  pre -school  registration  clinic  is  held  in  May  for 
all  children  entering  school  in  September.  Vision,  hear- 
ing and  motor  coordination  tests  are  done  at  this  time.  A 
dental hygienist  is  present  to  examine  teeth  and  make  nec- 
essary recommendations.  The  nurse  has  an  opportunity 
to  get  a  complete  medical  history  on  each  child.  Twenty - 
three  children  were  registered  in  May,  1962. 

After  your  child  enters  school  he  will  have  a  vision 
and  hearing  test  done  once  each  year.  He  will  also  be 
weighed  and  measured  yearly  to  note  poor  growth  develop- 
ment or  unusual  weight  gain  or  loss.  I  wish  to  point  out 
that  the  visual  tests  are  adequate  for  school  use  but  they 
are  simple  screening  tests  for  a  few  eye  difficulties.  K 
your  child  has  not  been  referred  by  the  school  nurse  but 
complains  of  eye  difficulty,  please  have  a  complete  exam- 
ination done.  A  health  record  is  sent  home  for  each  par- 
ent to  fill  out.  These  should  be  filled  out  carefully  as  they 
are  used  for  emergency  information.  It  is  important  for 
the  school  to  have  someone  to  contact  in  case  of  illness  or 
accident.  Incases  of  epidemic  virus  or  communicable  di- 
sease it  is  impossible  for  the  school  to  assume  transpor- 
tation responsibilities. 

A  tuberculin  patch  testing  program  has  been  inaug- 
urated whereby  any  child,  whose  parent  so  desired,  was 
patched  last  year.  In  subsequent  years  grades  one,  three, 
five  and  eight  will  be  able  to  receive  the  patch  test  yearly. 
An  X-ray  unit  is  set  up  at  Grinnell  School  in  Derry  sotha^^ 
those  children  with  a  positive  reaction  can  be  X-rayed. 

A  dental  clinic  and  educational  program,  sponsored 
by  the  P.T.A.,is  held  every  year  in  school.  Money  raised 
and  sent  to  the  State  Department  of  Health  is  matched  with 
Federal  Funds  and  used  to  pay  the  attending  dentist.  The 
state  dental  hygienist  visits  the  classrooms  three  times  a 
year  to  assist  the  teacher  in  securing  materials  and  plan- 
ning a  dental  education  program.  Dr.  Robert  Madden, 
Concord,  N.  H.,  was  the  participating  dentist  for  the  dental 
clinic  last  year.  Twenty -seven  children  were  seen  by  the 
dentist  and  had  77  permanent  fillings. 

Many  services  are  available  to  children  who  have 
need,  either  through  a  state  agency  or  private  organization. 
Parents  may  apply  through  the  school  nurse -teacher  for 
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such  services.  Children  with  speech  defects  may  attend 
the  speech  clinic  at  the  Manchester  Rehabilitation  Center 
if  their  schedule  permits.  Clinics  are  available  for  all 
types  of  handicapped  children  including  pediatric,  ortho- 
pedic, cancer,  heart  and  also  child  guidance.  These  are 
but  a  few. 

There  are  many  facets  of  the  school  health  program 
but  the  preceding  may  give  some  idea  of  the  role  of  the 
school  nurse -teacher.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENT 

In  the  short  space  of  fifty  years  the  automobile  has 
replaced  the  horse  and  buggy;  airplanes  fly  from  coast  to 
coast  in  less  than  four  hours;  radio  and  television  keep  us 
inclose  touch  with  the  world  by  the  twist  of  a  button;  push- 
button devices  of  every  kind  have  brought  about  fundamen- 
tal changes  in  our  mode  of  living. 

Our  schools  have  also  changed.  Just  as  medicine 
and  surgery  and  technology,  business  management  and 
selling  have  moved  ahead  in  the  knowledge  of  what  to  do  to 
achieve  desired  results,  so  has  education.  Modern  schools 
are  doing  for  today's  children  and  tomorrow's  citizens 
what  schools  fifty  years  ago  never  thought  of  doir^,  nor 
were  equipped  to  do.  Schools  are  changing  because  times 
and  insights  are  changing.  In  the  past  ffity  years  more 
has  been  discovered  about  how  learning  takes  place  than 
in  all  the  centuries  before.  Among  these  discoveries  is 
the  fact  that  individuals  differ  in  all  sorts  of  ways;  there- 
fore, teaching  methods  vary  from  individual  to  individual 
as  a  result  of  this  knowledge.  No  longer  do  teachers  at- 
tempt to  press  all  children  into  a  single  mold. 

It  seems  natural  to  assume  that,  because  people  ac- 
cept mechanical  innovations,  they  also  accept  change  in 
schools.  Unfortimately  this  is  only  partially  true.  Even 
though  modifications  in  the  schools  have  occured  as  a  re- 
sult of  scientific  discoveries  in  how  learning  takes  place, 
many  people  still  want  the  schools  to  remain  the  same  as 
when  they  went  to  school.  There  seems  to  be  some  con- 
fusion as  to  what  schools  should  be  doing  for  children.  The 
common  schools  of  the  United  States  were  founded  on  the 
assumption  that,  if  the  people  were  literate,  they  would 
have  access  to  the  truth;  if  they  had  the  truth,  they  would 
automatically  be  independent  and  democratic.  We  know 
now  that  recognition  of  the  truth  takes  more  than  mere  a- 
bility  to  read,  write  and  compute.  For  example,  today's 
citizens  need  many  different  kind  of  skills.  The  skills  re- 
quired for  democratic  action  must  be  taught  anew  to  each 
succeeding  generation  because  democracy  represents  a 
continually  developing  concept.  Schools  of  modern  design, 
while  they  in  no  sense  underestimate  the  essential  nature 
of  the  basic  skills,  do  recognize  that  many  additional  skills 
in  all  areas  of  living  -  social,  physical,  emotional,  and 
mental  -  must  be  taught  children  in  an  environment  of  re- 
ality which  is  condusive  to  their  effective  assumption  of 
the  citizenship  role  in  society. 
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We  as  adults,  must  think  of  the  schools  in  terms 
of  the  present  day  world.  We  must  be  aware  of  the  basic 
changes  and  challenges  which  confront  individuals  and 
grov^js  today. 

I  believe  that  a  good  school: 

1.  shows  concern  with  all-around  development  - 
social,  mental,  emotional,  and  physical 

2.  recognizes  each  child  as  an  individiial  with  u- 
nlque  potentialities  and  limitations 

3.  strives  constantly  to  help  each  child  develop 
his  powers  and  overcome  his  limitations 

4.  establishes  the  climate  which  assures  to  the  ut- 
most extent  that  each  child 

a.  feels  he  belongs,  has  opportunity  to  con- 
tribute as  well  as  receive 

b.  develops  a  feeling  of  security 

c.  is  loved  and  respected  for  what  he  is  as 
an  individual  as  well  as  for  what  he  may 
become 

d.  is  encouraged  to  ask  questions 

e.  is  helped  to  understand  and  develop  values 

f.  is  helped  to  develop  skills  and  apprecia- 
tions 

5.  should  aid  children  in  ways  of  working  satisfac- 
torily as  members  of  groups 

6.  should  aid  children  to  acquire  attitudes,  under- 
standings, knowledges,  and  skills  needed  to 
work  according  to  the  democratic  processes 
which  are  the  foundation  of  American  culture. 

The  schools  may  only  accomplish  to  the  degree 
that  the  public  gives  it  support  both  by  attitude  and  in  the 
form  of  appropriated  money.  School  budgets  will  increase 
each  year  as  more  and  more  youngsters  enter  school.  We 
will  need  more  rooms,  more  teachers,  books  and  supplies. 

I  believe  the  most  important  school  budget  item  is 
the  teachers  salary.  Without  the  guidance  of  a  top  notch, 
dedicated  teacher  the  fine  classroom  containing  the  best 
furniture,  books  and  supplies  is  wasted.  Taxpayers  all  and 
parents  in  particular  must  decide  what  type  of  education 
they  want  for  their  children  and  what  they  can  afford.  Com- 
munities bordering  our  towns  have  indicated  that  they  will 
advance  starting  salaries  to  $4,500.00  thus  matching  the 
Massachusetts  state  minimum.    What  effect  will  this  have 
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on  the  towns  in  Union  #10?  We  no  doubt  will  have  a  very 
difficult  time  filling  all  vacancies  with  qualified  teachers. 
Some  of  our  schools  began  the  school  year  with  substitutes. 
We  need  replacements  in  the  same  schools  right  now  and 
have  been  unable  to  find  qualified  people.  Our  problem  is 
not  only  that  of  attracting  new  qualified  teachers  but  also 
of  holding  the  good  teachers  that  we  have.

ENROLLMENT  AND  PERSONNEL 

There  is  an  increase  in  elementary  enrollment. 
The  secondary  enrollment  decreased  by  one.  The  probable 
trend  for  the  future  is  sharply  increased  enrollments  at 
elementary  level.  This  trend  will  be  postponed  at  second- 
ary level  but  eventually  increases  will  be  observed  there. 

Mr.  Croft  resigned  to  accept  a  position  out  of  state. 
His  successor,  Warren  Nightingale  had  had  successful  ex- 
perience in  Londonderry.  With  a  veteran  staff  the  work  of 
the  school  progressed  very  smoothly  under  Mr.  Nightingale 
's  leadership.  The  district  is  fortimate  to  retain  so 
many  teachers  of  experience.  There  is  good  balance  in  the 
staff  and  a  genuine  desire  to  help  youngsters  attain  the 
highest  potentials.  The  resulting  achievement  of  Chester 
graduates  is  tangible  evidence  of  the  efforts  of  staff  and 
administration. 

EDUCATIONAL  PROGRAM 

The  only  constant  in  education  as  in  society  is 
change.  Change  occurs  in  methodology  and  in  curriculum. 
The  impact  of  visual-aids  is  in  its  infancy,  technical  de- 
velopments in  optics  and  additional  "know  how"  have  pro- 
duced machines  that  can,  if  properly  used,  be  of  inestima- 
ble value  in  the  classroom.  Teaching  films,  film  strips, 
educational  television,  opaque  projectors,  tape  recorders, 
record  players  and  overhead  projectors  are  materials  and 
devices  for  the  most  part  unknown  a  decade  ago.  These 
bring  changes  in  methodology.  The  use  of  these  devices 
brings  to  the  classroom  master  teachers  and  pictured  in- 
struction. 

These  are  only  a  part  of  the  progressive  steps  that 
are  being  attempted  and  refined  to  provide  better  education. 
Education  departments  at  university  level  are  striving  to 
meet  the  problem  of  providing  the  best  education  for  our 
youngsters.    Town  teaching  and  programmed     instruction 
are  approaches  to  the  problem.   Team  learning  is  another 
approach.    In  our  situation  this  seems  like  a  possible  ap- 
proach to  better  instruction.    It  is  generally  confined  to  a 
single  classroom  and  involves  pupils  under  teacher  guid- 
ance.   In  schools  with  only  one  group  to  a  grade  this  ap- 
proach has  possibilities.  Availability  of  materials,  teacher 
ingenuity  and  pupil  enthusiasm  are  limiting  factors.   The 
first  can  be  overcome.  The  second  two  are  humanfactors. 
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These  are  dependent  on  high  teacher  and  pupil  morale  and 
personality  traits.  K  these  are  present  (desirable  morals 
and  personality  traits)  the  device,  team  learning,  can  be 
utilized  to  advantage.  Special  programs  In  music  and 
handwriting  have  been  continued.  These  are  desirable. 
The  problem  of  the  future  is  to  determine  what  other  spec- 
ial programs  should  be  introduced.  Education  for  a  typical 
children  (retarded,  bright,  and  physically  handicapped)  art, 
physical  education,  guidance,  and  vocational  courses  are 
only  a  sampling  of  the  special  activities  that  might  be  pro- 
vided. How  far  can  the  resources  of  the  community  be  as- 
sessed to  meet  these  desirable  aspects  of  educating  an 
American  child. 

The  curriculum  is  changing  too  in  content.  Publish- 
ers recognizing  the  need  for  rapid  progress  in  science  and 
mathematics  are  providing,  through  revision  and  augmen- 
tation new  materials  in  both  areas.  Reading  and  social 
studies  are  being  revised  to  provide  a  ''speed  up"  in  the 
educational  program.  The  grammar  school  graduate  has 
been  exposed  to  knowledges  that  were  only  found  in  the 
secondary  schools  a  short  time  ago.  The  expanding  de- 
mands have  caused  these  changes  in  methodology  and  ma- 
terials. 

It  has  been  a  pleasure  to  serve  for  two  decades  in 
a  community  that  has  worked  cooperatively  to  provide  the 
best  possible  for  its  children.
